HECO's request for an extension of the G.0. No. 7 section 2.3.g.2
requirement that the commission “render a decision within 90 days
of filing by the utility” (“90-day Period”), from June 2, 2005 to
July 29, 2005.

By letter filed with the commission on July 19, 2005,
HECO requested a second extension of the 90-day Period, until
August 31, 2005. HECO makes 1its request to allow the
Consumer Advocate additional time to complete its investigation and
to issue a statement of position. HECO states that the
Consumer Advocate does not object to this request.

The commission finds good cause to grant HECO's request
for an extension of the 90-day Period to allow the
Consumer Advocate additional time to complete its review of the

instant matter.
